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Col. Embick is Named 
As Brigadier General 





Co. STANLEY D. EMBICK, Coast 
4 Artillery Officer, until recently on 
duty with the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff as executive in the War 
Plans Division, has been appointed by 
President Hoover, on recommendation 
of Secretary of War Hurley, to be a 
brigadier general. He fills the vacancy 
to be created by the retirement of 
Brig. Gen. Herbert O. Williams, Au- 
gust 31, 1930. b 

Gen. Embick’s last detail with the 
General Staff Corps started April, 
1926. June 30, 1930, he was relieved 
from General Staff duty and given 
leave of one month and 12 days be- 
fore reporting to his new assignment 
as assistant commandant of the Coast 
Artillery School, Ft. Monroe, Va. He 
is at present on leave and residing at 
Boyds, Md. *Unless his orders are 
changed, he will report at Ft. Monroe 
about Aug. 12. 

May Command School = 

It has not yet been announcel 
whether or not Gen. Embick’s orders 
to report to the Coast Artillery School 
will be rescinded. However, it is con- 
sidered quite likely that the order will 
stand and that he will report there as 
assistant commandant. Maj. Gen. 
Henry D. Todd, jr., present command- 
ant at the school and also division 
commander, is due for retirement, Aug. 
29, 1930, on which date he reaches the 
statutory age of 64 years. Many be- 
lieve that Gen. Embick, being a coast 
artillery officer, will report to the 
school as assistant commandant and 
upon the retirement of Gen. Todd will 
become commandant of the school and 
division commander. 

Gen. Embick has had an extensive 
sareer as an artilleryman. He was 
born near _ Greencastle, Franklin 
County, Pa., Jan. 22, 1877, and was ap- 
pointed to the United States Military 
Academy from that State in 1895. 

Upon graduation from West Point in 
1899, he was commissioned second lieu- 
tenant of Artillery, and assigned to 
the 2d Artillery. In March the same 
year, he sailed with his regiment for 
Havana, where he remained on duty 
until October. Returning to the 
United States, he took station at Ft. 
McPherson, Ga., where he performed 
regular garrison duty until Jan. 31, 
1900, when he was transferred to Ft. 
Monroe. May 31, the same year, he 
was transferred to Ft. Fremont, S. C. 
On May 8, 1901, he was promoted to 
Ist lieutenant, AC, and in September 
of the same year, was transferred to 
Presidio of San Francisco, Calif. 

Career in CAC 

Gen. Embick remained on duty at the 
Presidio until July, 1902, when he 
was transferred to the Artillery 
School, Ft. Monroe, from which he 
graduated the following year. In 
September, 1903, he became Assistant 
Instructor, Artillery School. Pro- 
moted to captain, AC, Jan. 23, 1905, 
he remained on duty at the Artillery 
School until Aug. 1 of the same year, 
when he was transferred to Washing- 
ton as Assistant to Chief of Artillery. 
Returning to Ft. Monroe, Dec. 16, 
1905, he remained on duty at that sta- 
tion until Feb. 14, 1906, when he was 
again detailed as Assistant to Chief of 
Artillery, with station in Washington,

New Lines Foreseen 
In Navy Construction 


HANDICAPPED by the absence of 
several members who are on va- 
cation, the General Board of the Navy 
is working diligently to formulate a 
comprehensive building program for 
submission to Congress this fall. 

Confronted with the most serious 
problems that the Navy has faced in 
the past decade, the board must settle 
a number of disputed questions and 
practically formulate a new naval 
policy. 

Restricted by certain provisions of 
the Naval Treaty, the new Navy must 
be built up along new lines and the 
General Board has the responsibility 
for recommending construction that 
will provide the most. effective fighting 
force under Treaty limitations. 

Typical of the problems to be set- 
tled are the following: 

Number of planes to be assigned 
to the allotted 25 per cent of cruis 
ers with landing decks. 

Size of submarines to be built 
to utilize to best advantage re- 
stricted tonnage in submarines. 

Type of cruiser for the tonnage 
in 6-inch gun ships. 

Number of airplane carriers to 
employ to best advantage the car- 
rier tonnage of the Treaty. 

In the board’s deliberations, the les- 
sons of the last Fleet maneuvers will 
play an important part. The critique 
and report, voluminous and compre- 
hensive, has been the subject of ex- 
haustive study. Carried out under 
simulated war conditions, Problem 10 
carries deep significances. 

Outstanding in the report is the fact 
that aviation failed to accomplish its 
mission in some particulars due to 
weather conditions and that the small- 
er submarines again demonstrated that 
they were of small use in Fleet op- 
erations. The one V-boat with the two 
opposing forces clearly showed the 
value of Fleet submarines in opera- 
tion at sea and the need for more of 
this type. 

However in view of the restricted 

tonnage in submarines, one of the moot 
questions is the advisability of build- 
ing more of the larger types as against 
the greater number of smaller under- 
seas craft that could be built. The 
concensus of opinion in the Navy is 
that, much as they are needed, the lim- 
ited tonnage cannot be utilized in the 
big craft, the need for a greater num- 
ber of the coast defense type being 
more pressing. 
In reaching a decision on the types 
of cruisers to be recommended, the 
Board will take into consideration the

Army Wins National 
Junior Polo Contest 


AFTER a decisive and overwhelming 
triumph in a succession of victories, 
the United States Army will once more 
have the names of its polo team in- 
scribed on the historic cup which rep- 
resents the national junior polo champ- 
ionship, having regained its sixth 
junior championship in nine years on 
Herbert Memorial Field at the Rumson 
Country Club, July 26. - 

Their oppponents were the Whip- 
pany River Riders, who fought gal- 
lantly but were far outclassed by the 
mounted Army four who fought with 
the force and precision of a machine 
gun battery, winning by a 17-7 score. 

The Army’s first triumph in the 
championship tourney was in 1922. 
They took the cup the following year, 
and lost it in 1924. In 1925 they won 
again and captured the trophy in the 
two succeeding years. Capt. C. A. Wil- 
kinson, from Ft. Reno, and Capt. Peter 
P. Rodes, from Ft. Bragg, were the 
only two veteran junior title army rid- 
ers playing this year, Capt. Wilkinson 
having played at No. 1 in 1927 and 
Capt. Rodes was the brilliant No. 3 of 
the 1925 champions. 

Lt. McDonald Jones, from Gover- 
nors Island, learned’ his polo in Armis- 
tice days in Germany and recently has 
gained much admiration for his bril- 
liant game, and Lt. Homer Kiefer, from 
Ft. Hamilton, were the other two Army 
malletmen. 

The Army trailed for one chukker, 
the first, when Whippany River, get- 
ting the jump with a swift attack, put 
together two goals by Regan McKin- 
ney, No. 1, and Cyril Harrison, No. 2, 
with the defensive work of Billy Post 
and Harrison stopping the hard riding 
Army team with but one goal. 

Jones and Wilkinson made three 
straight goals in the second chukker 
and taking this lead, the Army was 
never headed. Jones cut in for a goal 
on a pass from Rodes to tie at 2-all, 
then scored again from the west boards 
on a long drive.

Each Service to Work Out 
Own System With Like 
Rates of Advancement 


ITH the approval of President 
Hoover but without formal or- 
ders from him, an Interdepartmental 
Pay and Promotion Board has been 
created, as recommended to the White 
House several weeks ago by Senator 
Reed, chairman, and Representative 
French, vice chairman of the Joint Con- 
gressional Pay Committee. 

With the same membership as re- 
ported in the Journal last week, with 
the exception of the substitution of 
Brig. Gen. John T. Myers of the Ma- 
rine Corps for Maj. Gen. Smedley But- 
ler, and with Rear Adm. Luke Mc- 
Namee as senior member, the new 
board held its first session on July 30. 
The failure to name Gen. Butler 
after he had been recommended by the 
Secretary of the Navy to represent the 
Marine Corps was seen by many as 
significant in that he is under consid- 
eration for the vacant Commandant’s 
post. 

Six Members 

As previousiy repurted, the Board is 
composed of only six members, one for 
each service, the senior members of the 
Interdepartmental Pay Board of last 
summer being named. 

Admittedly facing a tremendous task 
in attempting to reconcile the diver- 
gent viewpoints and find a solution of 
the promotion tangle, even more com- 
plicated than the pay problem disposed 
of last winter, the board devoted its 
first session to reaching an agreement 
on policy. 

Among the fundamentals 
upon were the following: 

Instead of attempting to devise a 
single system of promotion, it was de- 
cided that each branch should work 
out its own system, the Board to equal- 
ize the flow of promotion and the num- 
ber of officers in each grade. 

It was agreed that the report of the 
Coordinating Board for consideration 
of Military-Naval Promotion systems, 
made in 1927, should serve as the basis 
upon which to work. 

Rate of Promotion 

Rate of promotion will be the ground- 
work upon which the various groups 
must reach an agreement, details of 
selection, climination and other prob- 
lems to be settled individually. 
Except for the broad frame-work, 
the Board attempted no further action 
and it was agreed that each group 
would appoint a special committee to 
work out the individual problems dur- 
ing the next month. At the end of 
that period the board will be convened 
again by the chairman and the work 
of synchronizing the different plans 
will be undertaken. 

In view of the fact that the existing 
system of pay and promotion in the 
Navy requires less changes than that 
of any other group, the naval sub- 
committee will probably draft a plan 
embracing the recommendations of the 
Britten bill, which will serve as the 
basic plan on which the other groups 
can predicate their recommendations, 
modified to meet their individual needs. 
Agreement must be reached on the 
length of service in the lower grades 
and a system of elimination by selec- 
tion in the upper grades.

Barbour On Tank Situation 


EPRESENTATIVE HENRY E. 

Barbour of California, chairman of 
the subcommittee on Appropriations 
for the War Department, commenting 
on the purchase of one Christie Tank 
by the War Department, this week told 
the Army and Navy Journal that he 
is “not advised as to the reason for 
the War Department purchasing one 
of these tanks instead of the number 
which the subcommittee understood 
would be purchased.” Mr. Barbour’s 
letter to the Journal is based on infor- 
mation given last Fall to the commit- 
tee, since which time the tank has been 
more extensively demonstrated. 

Representative John Taber, a mem- 
ber of the same committee, in a letter 
to the Journal, published in the issue 
of July 26, 1930, favored the purchase 
of one of the tanks, saying: “We do 
not want a great lot of things which 
are not a success, because that means 
that officers of the Army will be de- 
tailed to work out some scheme as to 
how they can be used, whereas if we 
build just one and it is not a success, 
it will be quickly discarded.” 

Mr. Barbour, in a letter to the 
Journal, said: 

“The subcommittee on appropria- 
tions for the War Department, in its 
report on the War Department appro- 
priation bill for the fiscal year 1931, 
recommended to Congress that the 
$250,000 appropriated in the 1930 bill 
for the T1E1 tanks be made available 
for the purchase of Christie high-speed 
tanks. Such recommendation was in 
the following language: 

“The current appropriation 
carries $250,000 for the manufac- 
ture of between six and _ eight 
light tanks for service test. It 
now appears that a tank of great- 
ly superior characteristics, par- 
ticularly as to speed, is available. 
It is known as the Christie tank. 
The Ordnance Department would 
prefer to use the funds now avail- 
able for purchasing a number of 
these Christie tanks for extended 
service tests, rather than the tanks 
it was first intended to manufac- 
ture. The committee favors that 
course.” 

“At the hearings on the War De- 
partment appropriation bill, General 





stated to our subcommittee that the 
Christie tank, in his opinion, had not 
been sufficiently tested to find out 
whether it had the qualities of dura- 
bility that a weapon of that kind must 
have, and that he did not think that 
it could be determined by one vehicle 
whether it would stand up under the 
usages of the service. General Wil- 
liams further stated that the Christie 
vehicle had made a tremendous im- 
pression on the using services, and 
that they thought it was way in ad- 
vance of anything that anybody had 
produced, and that the best thing that 
could be done with the $250,000 al- 
ready appropriated for T1E1 tanks 
would be to authorize the War Depart- 
ment to spend that money in getting 
more Christie tanks so that they could 
be given a thorough test and it be de- 
termined as quickly as possible 
whether or not they would want to 
standardize them. General Williams 
advised the subcommittee that he 
would buy at least four or five of the 
Christie tanks. 

“It was the opinion of the subcom- 
mittee on appropriations for the War 
Department, based upon the reports it 
had received of the Christie high 
speed tank, that this tank promised so 
much that every opportunity should be 
given for it to demonstrate that it 
measured up to service requirements. 
Provision was made for the expendi- 
ture of the $250,000 previously appro- 
priated for the T1E1 tanks to pur- 
chase a sufficient number of Christie 
tanks to provide a thorough and com- 
plete test. General Williams stated to 
our committee that he would buy at 
least four or five. 

“I am not advised as to *he reason 
for the War Department purchasing 
one of these tanks instead of the num- 
ber which the subcommittee under- 
stood would be purchased.

EPORT on the conduct of the per- 
sonnel of the Marine Corps in the 
recent collision of the steamship Fair- 
fax and the tanker Pinthis, has been 
made to the Major General Command- 
ant by ist Sgt. Arthur E. Abbott, 
USMC, in which it is shown how the 
Marine and Naval men on the Fairfax 
aided materially in keeping the disas- 
ter from turning out any worse than 
it did. 

‘There was discipline, order and 
obedience with the above men with no 
casuals,” Sgt. Abbott reports. 

The report, which describes the ac- 
tivities of the men following the col- 
lision in fighting fire and removing 
the injured to the S. S. Gloucester, 
follows: 

“1. I have to report that on June 10, 
the following personnel of the Marine 
Corps were proceeding under orders 
from Boston, Mass., to Norfolk, Va., 
via the Merchants & Miners Steamship 
Fairfax. 

First Sergeant Abbott, Arthur E., 
wife Margaret M.; Sergeant Kipp, 
Harry F. Corporal Farnsworth, 
George T., Sergeant Hutchcroft, Har- 
ry D., Private McClellan, Earl W., 
Private Saulnier, Arthur P. 

“2. The S. S. Fairfax left Boston at 
5:00 p.m. in a dense fog. At about 7:00 
p.m., she collided with the Tanker Pin- 
this, the latter loaded with high test 
gasoline. About one minute after the 
collision the tanker Pinthis exploded 
sending her flaming cargo several hun- 
dred feet into the air and then down, 
enveloping the S. S. Fairfax in flames. 
The night was calm and the sea was 
smooth, which saved the Fairfax from 
total destruction. The flames which en- 
veloped the entire port side were pre- 
ceded by clouds of thick black smoke 
which prevented activities for at least 
ten minutes, during which time the 
crew and passengers were in a panic. 
As soon as the choking smoke lifted, 
the above marines and about eight 
navy personnel assisted in fighting the 
flames which had spread over the boat 
deck and gutted all the life boats on 
the port side. All hose lines on the 
starboard side were put into service as 
it was impossible to get to those on the 
port. The hose lines were mostly rot- 
ten and leaked and were inadequate

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Promotion Board Named 


(Continued from First Page) 
of the present board, summarized as 
follows and then submitted the follow- 
ing recommendations and conclusion: 

Standardization is practicable and 
desirable in the conditions of volun- 
tary retirement and resignation, and 
in the retention of separated officers 
as available in emergency. Stand- 
ardized rates of retired pay and of 
compensation upon discharge for the 
convenience of the Government should 
be established. Neither the methods 
of involuntary separation from the ac- 
tive list nor the magnitude of such 
separations incident to operation of the 
promotion system can well be stand- 
ardized. An approximate regularity 
in the annual outgo from each re- 
spective rank resulting from promo- 
tions and separations should be sought 
in all services. 

e. Recommendations—Distribution.— 
1. That allocation of the officers of 
each service to the several ranks be by 
a system of percentage of the total. 

2. That such allocation be in dimin- 
ishing percentages as the scale of rank 
ascends. , 

3. That there be no fixed allocation 
between the two lowest ranks. 

Method and rate of promotion.—1. 
That promotion to general officer or 
flag officer be by selection. 

2. That promotion from the lowest 
rank to the next rank above take place 
upon completion of three years of 
service. 

3. That promotion for intermediate 

ranks be by methods best adapted to 
each service, which shall insure promo- 
tion of only officers qualified therefor 
and at an approximately standard 
rate. 
4. That the rate of promotion be 
such as to cause approximately equal 
periods of service in the several ranks, 
the two lowest ranks being considered 
as one. 

5. That the means of maintaining 
regularity in the rate of promotion be 


such as are best adapted to each 
service. ‘ 
Separations. —1. That separations 


from the active list of the following 
classes be continued without material 
modification: 

(a) Retirement at age of 64, and for 
physical disability. 

(b) Voluntary retirement after 30 or 
more years of service. 

(c) Separations incident to 
ficiency, misconduct, etc. 

(d) Resignation. 

2. That other existing means of 
separation from the active list be 
utilized in full, modified and supple- 
mented as necessary in the individual 
services to provide an adequate annual 
outgo from each rank for that service. 
Modified or supplementary means of 
separation to combine voluntary and 
involuntary separations in the manner 
best suited to each service to be stand- 
ardized in the following particulars: 
(a) Voluntary separations to be au- 
thorized throughout the service career 
so far as practicable. 

(b) Officers not selected for promo- 
tion to be transferred from the active 
list upon expiration of a length of 
service proportional to the rank held. 
(c) Availability of trained officers 
for emergency service to be insured. 
(d) Officers separated from the ac- 
tive list for the convenience of the 
Government to receive such remunera- 
tion as will satisfy their equity in re- 
tirement and enable them to attain or 
maintain a fair status in civil life. 

3. That the remuneration above rec- 
ommended be made in the form of (1) 
a continuing, annuity (retired pay), or 
(2) a discharge allowance payable 
either in whole upon transfer from the 
active list or in part at that time and 
the remainder over a given period of 
years. 

(a) The continuing annuity (retired 
pay) should in general be on a basis 
of 2% per cent of active duty pay for 
each year of service, not to exceed 75 
per cent. 

(b) Subject to minor variations as 
may be necessary in certain particular 
cases in each service, discharge allow- 
ance to be substantially equivalent to 
an amount adequate to furnish the of- 
ficer with a capital sum sufficient, at 
a reasonable rate of interest (say 5 
per cent) and with gradual consump- 
tion of capital, to provide an.income 
equal to 2% per cent of his active pay 
at the time of his separation for each 
year of service. 

(c) That in general the line between 
officers to be retired with a continuing 
annuity and those to be discharged or 
transferred to a reserve be drawn at 
about the age of 40 years or comple- 
tion of about 20 years of service. 

4. Legal restrictions interfering with 


inef- 














of retired officers to be limited to those 
clearly essential in the interests of the 
Government. : 

The coordination and standardization 
of personnel legislation in the three 
services are but a means to an end. 
The end sought is efficient and ef- 
fective national defense. This requires 
the effective and harmonious develop- 
ment of these three branches of the 
vational defense. 

The basic principles governing the 
development of personnel are the same 
in the three services. In all there 
must be the same high quality, effici- 
ency and morale of officers. To insure 
this there should be substantial agree- 
ment in the rank, compensation, oppor- 
tunities, and treatment of officers of 
corresponding length of service and re- 
sponsibilities. There should be the 
Same reasonable and regular progres- 
sion in the careers of officers in the 
three services and there should be the 
same fair treatment of those who have 
the active list. 

The investigations of the board have 
brought forcibly to its notice the many 
differences among the three services 
in the organization, composition of per- 
sonnel, character of duties, existing 
personnel systems, and other factors. 
These do not prevent the desired es- 
tablishment of the necssary conditions 
above set forth. They do indicate, how- 
ever, that in many respects -an at- 
tempt to achieve results by identical 
means would defeat the end sought. 
Similar results in all the services must 
frequently be attained in each by dif- 
ferent means peculiarly adapted to in- 
ternal conditions. In general the most 
satisfactory coordination will be ac- 
complished by each of the services 
working in its own way toward. the 
common end. The recommendations 
herein made are predicated upon such 
foundation. 

In preparing its report and recom- 
mendations the board has been guided 
by the fact that in the three services 
measures to regulate promotion, retire- 
ment, etc., are at the present time in a 
formative stage. Not having before 
it definite concrete measures and be- 
ing solely an investigating and advis- 
ory agency not charged with formulat- 
ing any such measure or measures, the 
board has confined itself to general 
principles and observations as to the 
desirability and practicability of co- 
ordination and standardization.

Just at present there 
is a general interest in the Navy as 
the aftermath of the Treaty fight 
Whether this interest will be manifest 
this fall is questionable, the obvious 
deduction being that the public reac- 
tion will be apathetical unless the 
question of naval strength is kept in 
the limelight. It is expected that as 
soon as the Board compietes its work, 
the recommendations will be made pub- 
lic with probably. official comment as 
to the necessity of building up to 
Treaty strength.

SOCIAL ALLOWANCES AND ENTERTAINING 
,OCIAL allowances which have been granted to American diplomats and con- 
suls for receptions, dinners, and other entertaining abroad for the first 
time this year are infinitesimal compared to those granted to diplomats of other 
countries, according to the Assistant Secretary of State, William R. Castle, jr. 
Mr. Castle stated last week that British foreign representatives are allowed far 
greater sums for entertaining visitors than the sums granted to our State De- 
partment men. He declared that whenever American naval vessels visited for- 
eign ports, their officers were always entertained by municipal authorities, and 
it has been up to the local consuls to return their hospitality, which hitherto- 
fore has come out of their own pockets. 

Yes, but are not those same naval officers equally bound to entertain on 
board ship for the foreign officials and prominent people who have been their 
hosts, the cost of which in most cases must come out of the officers’ mess fund. 
The naval officers are entertained as representatives of the United States, not 
personally as individuals, is there any more reason why they, in returning 
hospitality extended to the United States Government, should bear the often 
quite expensive cost of this official entertaining than the diplomats? True, flag 
officers are given allowances for official ‘entertaining, but this sum is negligible, 
and does not begin to cover the cost of the social activities which such officers 
must provide. Nor does it affect many instances when commanding officers of 
vessels must by the bounds of social custom, give parties for foreign guests. 
Many other times this-falls on the officers’ mess fund, and when entertained at 
wardroom mess practically every visitor believes that the Government is his host. 
Decidedly this burden should be lifted from the naval officer, whose budgetary 
troubles because of inadequate pay are so great. 





ARMY CE SURVEY U.S. WATERWAYS 
MORE than seven hundred workers of the Army Corps of Engineers are vigor- 
ously prosecuting the most extensive and comprehensive study of our water- 
ways thus far contemplated, the War Department announced. Included in this 
number are fifty commissioned officers of the Corps of Engineers devoting their 
full or part time to the survey, amounting to an evaluation of the water resources 
of the entire United States except the Colorado River basin and a few other 
areas previously surveyed. The Engineers explained that the “streams” en- 
Compassed in the survey number one hundred and eighty-three and practically 
the entire United States is drained by these rivers and their tributaries. 
Work on this survey was halted by the Mississippi flood of 1927, although 
Congress had authorized an expenditure of about $7,000,000. After this flood,

EDITORIAL AFFILIATION OF BRANCH JOURNALS URGED 
FFORTS of the promoters of the plan to bring about an affiliation of the 
commercial activities of the branch service publications of the Army not 
having made any apparent progress, an attempt was made this week to affect 
an affiliation by the editorial route. But that, too, met with little support out- 
side the ranks of those few who have been active in the promotion of the affilia- 
tion for commercial purposes. 


Maj. Clarence C. Benson, Cav., whose regular assignment is with the His- 
torical Section of the Army War College, who has been active in the attempt to 
bring about the affiliation, was recently authorized “tu act as General Editor of 
the Associated Military Service Magazines, in addition to his other duties.” The 
authorization did not appear in the regular War Departmental Special Orders, 
but was given in the form of a “Letter Order” from the Adjutant General, a 
procedure usually reserved for confidential orders. Following this an “editorial 
board” was organized, composed of Maj. Benson, Maj. S. S. Giffin, of the Coast 
Artillery Journal, and Maj. T. B. Catron, of the Infantry Journa}, who was one 
of the originators of the plan which led to the formation of the firm known as 
the Infantry Journal, Inc., which took over the business interests of the maga- 
zine formerly published by the Infantry Association. 


The next move was to invite all the editors of the branch service journals to 
join in the benefits of the proposed editorial affiliation “even though you may not 
at present desire to adopt other features of the plan for the affiliation of the 
Service journals.” The editors were told that the “board” already has in hand 
many articles for syndication, among them including four articles by Gen. C. P. 
Summerall, chief of Staff; by Col. Frederick Payne, assistant secretary of war, 
and one by Maj. Gen. Frank Parker. 


The editors were invited to meet with Maj. Benson and the editorial “board” 
July 31 in the offices of the Infantry Journal. Two editors, in addition to 
Majs. Benson, Catron and Giffin, attended the meeting. They were Mai. J. M. 
Eager, of the Field Artillery, and Col. J. R. Kean, of the Military Surgeon. A 
long discussion was had, but nothing definite decided.

Views British Ratification 


THE following statement was issued 

by Senator Hiram Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia, leader of the opposition to the 
London Naval Treaty, July 30, upon 
receipt of word that the British parli- 
ament had ratified the treaty: 

“Immediztely after the Senate's ac- 
tion on the London treaty comes the 
first exposure of part of the: bunk used 
to obtain ratification. Only a short 
time ago, the State Department and 
every little man echoing what he was 
told to say, ‘were harping upon the 
British opposition, and the internation- 
alist press again and again repeated 
that a treaty so violently opposed by 
like parties in Great Britain and Amer- 
ica must be an inspired and holy doc- 
ument. 

“There never was any truth in the 
statement that like parties in each 
country were in opposition. The Brit- 
ish admiralty, the official British body 
in charge of naval affairs, has always 
favored the treaty. The American 
General Board of the Navy, by over- 
whelming preponderance, has opposed 
it. 

“Our Goyernment and our interna- 
tionalists have embraced the British 
admiralty’s demand, and have repudi- 
ated the American naval advice. But 
now the hollowness and sham of the 
argument concerning the similar oppo- 
sition in both nations, so elaborately 
made, has been clearly demonstrated, 
for the British parliament practically 
without opposition has approved the 
treaty. 

“This is the beginning of the de- 
bunking of that of which we heard so 
much during the past weeks. The de- 
bunking will go on until, with the 
years, we’ll find ourselves viewing the 
London treaty just as we viewed the 
Washington treaty of 1922 after time 
taught us what had been done to us. 

“Of course the British approved. 
They, with an enthusiasm almost as 
great as ours, endorsed their own handi- 
work.”

According to our particular disposi- 
tions, our surroundings, and the extent 
of our current reading, do you realize 
that the entire cost for the peace-time 
upkeep of the Navy is an assessment 
amounting to no more than one cent 
per day for our population? 

That is always a refreshingly hum- 
crous comparison and a distinctly un- 
impressive way to refer to a matter of 
nearly four hundred millions of dol- 
lars. 

Do you know how much you are get- 
ting back every peace-time year as a 
definite and positive return on the in- 
vestment, all over and above the real 
reason for the assessment—the fact 
that it is the country’s premium on its 
insurance of national security? 

To start with, then, let us consider 
the Navy’s effect on steel. * * * 
Economists call the steel industry the 
barometer of our national business to- 
day, and tell us that prosperity in the 
steel business means prosperity to the 
rancher in Texas, the wheat farmer in 
Minnesota, the boot manufacturer in 
Massachusetts, and the orange grower 
in California. 

So with all this in mind, it is inter- 
esting to recall that the late Andrew 
Carnegie said many times that this in- 
dustry was built up on the United 
States Navy, and that the Navy’s con- 
tracts, specifications, and inspection had 
made steel what it is today. 

The story of why Mr. Carnegie 
thought this an interesting one, and 
dates back to the early eighties of the 
last century, when we had no steel in- 
dustry deserving of the name, and pur- 
chased and imported from England 
what little wrought iron and steel we 
used. 

At this period, and for almost the 
first time in our National history we 
became what may be termed ‘interna- 
tionally conscious,’ and as a first step, 
raised from the ashes of an old Civil 
War Navy the ships which later be- 
came the famous “White Squadron” of 
Spanish War fame. 

_An Act of Congress, dated August 5, 
1882, provided for the first of these 
ships, two cruising steam vessels to be 
constructed of steel of domestic man- 
ufacture. That last conception came 
from a Navy Department and from 
Naval Officers, then masters of a few 
wooden hulks, and prostrate from a 
complete lack of National interest in 
events outside of our borders. They 
were the victims of a state of mind 
which had persisted in the country from 
the close of the Civil War. 

Steel of domestic manufacture.” 
The requirement met with a flood of 
protest from the American shipbuilders 
who knew that the country’s mills 
could not produce the steel necessary 
to build the little hulls of less than 
5,000 tons displacement each, and that 
even if they could, the steel produced 
would be so inferior to that of English 
make that it could not be used in any 
event.

Companies refused to be interested, or

CAC and AC Combine 


FREGULATIONS governing the com- 
bined training of the Coast Ar- 
tillery Corps and the Air Corps in 
combined operations have been recently 
incorporated in Army Regulations. A 
“provisional regulation” had been in 
effect since about 1920, resulting in the 
close cooperation of these two arms 
which materially increased the suc- 
cess of their missions. ; 

Problems requiring combined action 
of the Coast Artillery and Air Corps 
are so intimately related that their 
combined training exercises must have 
as their primary objective the attain- 
ment of the highest degree of liaison 
and coordination, it was brought out. 

In action against naval forces where 
the functions of the two branches are 
necessary, aircraft discover and report 
to seacoast artillery units and posi- 
tions, strength, nature, course and 
speed of approaching forces or targets, 
directing the range of fire by spotting 
splashes and signalling the distances to 
ground crews, also, the aircraft ob- 
servers make photographic records of 
the splashes and hits for future ref- 
erence. 

When combining their strength 
against air forces, the basic purpose 
of the antiaircraft defense of ground 
troops and establishments is to give 
our forces complete freedom of of- 
fensive action by providing a defence 
against enemy aviation both by day 
and night. The ground units make use 
of searchlights and sound locators to 
discover and illuminate approaching 
air formations, at night. 

Planes are designated to tow sleeve 
targets for the training of antiair- 
craft-gun, machine-gun, and _ search- 
light units. 

The Coast Artillery furnishes the 
Air Corps high-speed moving targets 
for bombing and machine gun practice. 








which would justify the original in- 
vestment. 

To its great credit, the Navy Depart- 
ment stood pat on its requirements, but 
it was a struggle, and the nfills were 
actually built with the first money 
from the ship contracts. 

There must have been many long 
and worrysome days while the new 
mills experimented, finally learned the 
new trade, and finally produced steel 
up to the Naval specifications. With 
this accomplished, the mills soon found 
that it was just as cheap to produce 
good steel as poor steel, and steel suit- 
able for ship’s plates soon dropped 
from 8% to 4% cents a pound. 

As this was lower than the price of 
wrought iron of that day, it brought 
the new and better metal within the 
reach of all branches of industry, and 
its manufacture received its first real 
commercial impetus by 1890. 

But for many lean years thereafter, 
the Navy stood by with its regular 
orders for hull plates, and at the same 
time forced the steel workers to bet- 
ter and better production with a never- 
ceasing demand for better and more 
perfect armorplate, until today the 
United States steel industry stands on 
its own feet—the greatest single busi- 
ness in the world. 

But steel is just one example of the 
many which I could cite. The Navy 
again and again underwrites the cost 
of new metals, new machinery, and 
new processes, and pays high prices 
for the newest and the best, and it 
always works the same way. After 
the manufacturer has perfected his 
methods, quantity production steps in, 
the price of the new drops to the level 
of the old inferior product, and the 
country at large benefits by the change. 
I would like to tell you the whole 
of the romantic story of radio, as it 
may be read from the files of the Navy 
Department, starting with the concep- 
tion of the art, around 1901, carrying 
on to its first stammering efforts as a 
communication medium between ships 
in 1910; then to its full-blown devel- 
opment as we entered the World War; 
and thence to its adoption as the Na- 
tional pastime in 1921, 

That twenty years of secret progress 
may best be summarized by briefing a 
Naval policy laid down as early as 
1906, with three primary motives, as 
follows: 

First: Naval radio must be kept in a 
more advanced state of development 
and efficiency than that of any po- 
tential opposing fleet. 

Second: The United States must be 
made self-sustaining in radio in every 
technical, operating, and industrial 
feature, and 

Third: The United States must be as 
independent in its radio activities as 
r is independent in its political af- 
airs.

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New German Cruisers 


Wwitk the launching of the first of 
six 10,000-ton cruisers scheduled 
for late this summer, Germany will 
take another step toward regaining 
her status of one of the world’s sea 
powers. 

The new cruiser is officially known 
as Armoured-car A, and has been nick- 
named “the pocket battleship,” be- 
cause of her heavy armor. Comdr. 
Halloway H. Frost, USN, speaking of 
the cruiser, declared: “The six twenty- 
eight-centinmeter guns and heavy ar- 
mor will allow it to sweep from the 
sea all floating 10,000-ton cruisers, 
with their twenty-one-centimeter guns 
and thin armor.” , 

A description of -another new Ger- 
man cruiser which was completed last 
winter, is contained in the latest En- 
gineering Bulletin, taken from a 
British magazine. It is as follows: 

The German cruiser Leipzig, of the 
6,000-ton class, was launched recently, 
and she is of interest as being fitted with 
a cruising Diesel engine. The two main 
turbines (one driving the port shaft and 
the otner the starboard shaft) have a 
power of 60,000 brake horspower, but the 
center shaft is driven by a Diesel engine 
of about 12,000 brake horsepower, giving 
a speed of 18 knots against 32 knots when 
all the machinery isin operation. With 
the Diesel engine alone in service a 
cruising radius of 2,300 miles is rendered 
possible, and when the speed is only 
14.5 knots, the radius will be 3,800 sea 
miles. 

If the turbines alone are ip service and 
are developing such power as to give 
them a speed of 18 knots, the cruising 
radius is 3,200 miles. But these radii of 
action can be considerably increased. Tne 
vessel is equipped with bulges which 
serve the purpose of protection against 
torpedoes and are also suitable for car- 
rying reserve bunkers. If they are filled 
with oil, the total cruising radius is 
stated to be in the neighborhood of 11,- 
000 to 12,000 miles. 

It is also claimed that with the whole 
of the machinery running—that is to 
say, both the turbines and the Diesel 
motor—the speed being then 32 knots, 
the new cruiser will be capable of main- 
taining this speed for a longer period 
than any other naval vessel now in ser- 
vice. 

The armament comprises nine 6-inch 
guns and four antiaircraft guns, in ad- 
dition to which are 12 torpedo tubes. 
The Diesel engine will, we understand, 
be of the M. A. N. double-acting two- 
stroke type, and will be constructed at 
Augsburg. It will presumably run at 
high speed and be similar in design to 
the Diesel motor plant of 50,000 brake 
horsepower whicn is to be installed in the 
10,000-ton German cruiser Ersatz Preus- 
sen. 

It may be recalled that airless-injection 
two-stroke double-acting M. A. N. en- 
gines of 11,700 brake horsepower run- 
ning at 230 revolutions per minute have 
already been constructed for stationary 
purposes, but the unit to be installed in 
the Leipzig will be considerably lighter 
and faster.

HEY ARE TALKING LOUDLY in Washington about the effect of the depres- 

sion on prices. We are told the cost of living is going down (they say a 
family can live on $13.82 per week now!) and that as a result the salaried man 
is better off. We hear more of this during the consideration of the Service pay 
bill by the Congressional Pay Commission and by Congress when it shall 
receive the report of the commission. It will be only those with a sense of 
justice who will point out that even with the reduction which has occurred, 
still is service pay inadequate, and dwell on the fact that a return to prosperity 
will mean an increase in living expenses. A higher tariff, farm relief, which 
means augmented prices for produce, and heavy taxes which come out of earnings, 
eannot have any other effect. 





H4YE YOU WRITTEN HOME that letter we suggested, urging relatives and 
friends to talk to Congressional candidates about the paucity of pay in the 
Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps? If you haven't, do it NOW. We-call, 
too, on the Reserve officers and all interested in National Defense, to put the 
candidates on record as to whether or not they intend to do what is obviously 
right, if not at the coming session then at the next. It is apparent that the 
Washington authorities are inimical to action, and that every step taken is 
taken only because of the strong public sentiment in behalf of relief. If that 
sentiment should be allowed to weaken, we might as well say good-bye to any 
prospect of increase. Therefore, let us all work together for the realization of 


this important need. 





ELL, PREMIER MACDONALD said it, when informed that the Senate had 

ratified the London disarmament Treaty. “This,” he announced with a 
broad smile, “puts America in the place she ought to occupy in these matters.” 
Truly. We have been put in our place, and the shrewd Scot statesman not 
only did it, but has had the wit to say it in a way that will appeal especially 
to the British sense of humor. He knows better than we do that the United 
States is not going to build a large number of ships it does not need. Out of 
Washington has come a story of a “mystery” ship, a six-inch gun affair, with 
convertible decks for airplanes. However, Britain has seen to it that there is a 
limit on this kind of activity. No, the more we study the treaty and its conse- 
quenees, the more we agree with Mr. MacDonald that America has been put in 
the place she ought to occupy—in the British view! 





q* ENERAL SUMMERALL, CHIEF OF STAFF, has written an article urging 

officers to enlighten the public in an interesting and authorative way on every 
phase of military activities. This would seem to disregard the regulations 
governing writing for publication, and appeals to us as most desirable and indeed 
necessary. The General observes that “a tactful writer can avoid criticising those 
in authority without neutralizing the persuasive power of his own views.” We 
agree with the General, but we recognize that sometimes the President and the 
Secretary of War draw their own inferences and take action even when such 
inferences are not justified. The General, unquestionably, is aware of this fact. 
Under the circumstances, let us have regulations which will enable that freedom 
of expression which is essential to a better informed public. As the General 
will cease to be Chief of Staff within a few months, we suggest he act along 
this line now so that the policy he has enunciated will be incorporated in regula- 
tions and not accepted by his successor as a mere expression of opinion. 





JNTERNATIONALISTS THROUGHOUT the country are commending the lower 

federal court decision, which we have hitherto discussed in this column, ad- 
mitting to citizenship foreigners who will not agree to participate in national 
defense. They are engaged in a country-wide movement to create sentiment 
against the principle that readiness and ability to bear arms, regardless of 
conscience, should be a test for the admission of aliens to citizenship. We find 
the same advocates pressing for the entrance of the United States into the 
World Court and talking disarmament. We wonder what such people think 
of the revelations as to Red activities before the Congressional Investigating 
Commission, the obvious intent to develop a situation which would sovietize the 
United States, and the efforts Red Missionaries are making to turn unemploy- 
ment into an argument for communism. We are reproached for the narrowness 
of our nationalism, but it is that narrowness which has made for the greatness 
and glory of America, and so long as it maintains there will be no transformation 
of this country into the kind of Russia that exists today. 





QWHEREVER WE HAVE BEEN throughout the ‘country, some one has asked 

us who will be the next Chief of Staff. We have replied that we do not 
know. But we do say this: No President and Secretary of War have had a 
better list of Major Generals to select from than have Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Hurley. From the head to the foot of the list, there are men of experience, 
judgment and tried ability. Moreover, they are all vigorous and forceful. 
Probably the President and the Secretary have now in mind the officer they 
prefer, and there may be a hint of their view in the changes of stations which 
recently have been made. Whoever the selection, this much is certain: He will 
are advise his chiefs and he will receive the support of the Service as a 

ole.

Orders have issued to the Brooklyn 





Navy Yard to put every available ship 
in condition for service with all possible 
haste, in view of the war in Europe. 
Already two ships are ready for sea, 


and only await their stores and crews 
to be sent to any quarter of the world. 

Failure of Congress to enact legis- 
lation providing for the rate of pay 
for the Army placed the service in an 
embarrassing position, which has been 
relieved temporarily by a decision by 
the Second Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury. He ruled that when the law under 
which pay has been governed during 
the past few years became ineffective 
on June 30 by reason of its language, 
the present pay should be continued 
under the principle of quantum meruit, 
rather than a return to the pay rate 
under previous laws. 

Comdr. Nicholson, commanding the 
USS Benicia, a steamer, reports to the 
Navy Department from Simon’s Bay, 


South Africa, after a voyage of 27 
days. ; 
Under the 1871 Army appropriation 


act, the base pay of officers is set as 
follows: General, $13,500; Lieutenant 
General, $11,000; Major General, $7,- 
500; Brigadier General, $5,500; Colonel, 
$3,500; Lieutenant Colonel, $3,000; 
Major, $2,500; Captain, mounted, $2,- 
000, not mounted, $1,800; First Lieu 
tenant, mounted, $1,600, not mounted, 
$1,500; Second Lieutenant, mounted, 
$1,500, not mounted, $1,400. In addi- 
tion there is an added 10 per cent 
crease for each five years of service 
up to 40 per cent of pay. No allow 
ances are given.

RIG. GEN. IRVING HALE, 68, 
founder of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and credited with the highest 
scholastic standing ever achieved at 
West Point, died at Denver, Colo., July 
07. after an illness of da} 

West Point Gen. Hale came within less 
than five points of scoring a perfect 
rrade. 

, He was born in North Bloomfield, 
N. Y. His father, the late Horace 
Hale, was president of the University 
of Colorado for many years. peti 
amed instructor of civil and military 
engineering at West Point in 1888. 
Commissioned Colonel _ of the First 
Colorado Regiment, United States Vol- 
unteers, he served during the Span- 
jsh-American War, leading the First 
Colorado Unit on Manila in August, 
He succeeded Gen. Greene that 


1898. 

same year as Commander of the Sec- 
ond Brigade, Second Division, Eighth 
Army Corps. He served after that in 


1e Philippine insurrection. 
aay Hale and a handful of other 
veterans met in the Colorado State 
House in 1900 and organized the Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars. The State 
University conferred on him an LL. D. 
degree, and the Colorado School of 
Mines awarded him an honorary de- 
gree of Electrical Engineer. 

Brig. Gen. Hale was a ist Lt. of 
Engineers when he resigned from the 
Regular Army in 1890 to become man- 
ager for the General Electric Com- 
pany in Denver. On May 4, 1897, he 
entered the Colorado National Guard 
as a Lieutenant Colonel of the First 
Infantry by order of Gov. Adams. The 
following October he was promoted 
Colonel and in December the Governor 
made him a Brigadier General. 

While in the Engineering Corps the 
War Department, in 1888, appointed 
him to the Board of Engineer Officers 
to report on the Patrick automobile 
controllable torpedo. The autumn of the 
same year he represented the Battery 
of Engineers in the Department and 
division rifle competition held at Ft. 
Niagara, where he won the First Di- 
vision gold medal and the divisional 
skirmish medal. 





Carried to his last resting place by 
members of the Third Infantry, a regi- 
ment he once commanded, Col. Paul 
Giddings, retired, was buried with full 
military honors Sunday, July 20, at 
Anoka, Minn. Col. Giddings died in 
a Minneapolis hospital last week at 
the age of 69 years. 


Throughout his Army career Col. 
Giddings served in all ranks from 
Private to Colonel in 28 years, and re- 
tired at his own request, two years 


ago, after having served over 30 years. 

In command of an escort of honor of 
three squads of the “Old Guard” act- 
ing as pall-bearers and firing squad 
for the deceased, was 1st Lt. Numa A. 
Watson, of Ft. Snelling, whose father 
served as a captain under Col. Gid- 
dings at one time. 

Col. Giddings commanded the Third 
Infantry for a year, leaving the Regi- 
ment at Camp Perry, Ohio, when it 
was on its famous march from “Camp 
Perry to Ft. Snelling,” and relinquish- 
ed his command to Colonel (now Brig- 
— Genera!) A. W. Bjornstad,. in

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Praise Work of Marines 
PRAISE of the work of the United 

States Marine Corps is made by 
Irving A. Lindberg, Collector General 
and High Commissioner of Nicaragua, 
in his annual report for 1929. Condi- 
tions in that country are pictured as 
being greatly improved with the key- 
note one of prosperity, and credit for 
much of this is given to the Marines. 

According to Mr. Lindberg, Nica- 
ragua is paying off steadily its bonded 
debt, now very much reduced; it is 
enjoying political security and good 
order; highways are being extended 
and repaired; and commcrcial condi- 
tions generally are prosperous. 

Much of this change has been due, 
it is stated, to the fact that banditry 
has been reduced so that the coffee 
crop could be harvested without loss 
to a single owner. Formerly bandits 
exacted a heavy tribute from coffee 
growers. 

The Marines and the Guardia Na- 
cional, which is mainly officered by 
commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers of the Marine Corps are given 
credit for reducing the activities of the 
bandits. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Lindberg does not 
believe that banditry can be stamped 
out within the next few years. 

“That will only be accomplished,” he 
says in his report, “with the opening 
up of the country by good roads and 
the general advance of civilization. All 
that can be expected is that the outlaw 

roups will be whittled down and iso- 
ated to a point where, considering the 
condition of the people, educational, 
economic and political, life and prop- 
erty may be said to enjoy reasonable 
security. This is the function of the 
Guardia Nacional, and is not a prob- 
lem for the Marine forces in Nica- 
ragua. 

“The Marine Brigade, committed to 
a policy which provided for the estab- 
lishing and the training of a Nicara- 
guan force for the preservation of peace 
and good order within the limits of the 
country, has cooperated in every way 
with the accomplishment of this mis- 
sion and it is now felt that the Guardia 
Nacional is ready to take over these 
important duties. However, to prop- 
erly support the Guardia Nacional it 
is felt that a greatly reduced Marine 
force at certain key points in the Oco- 
tal and in the Matagalpa-Jinotega dis- 
trict, with aviation at its present 
strength and a strong garrison at Man- 
agua to act as a support and example 
for the Guardia, will be necessary for 
Several more months.” 

Conditions of health and sanitation 
have steadily improved, the Collector 
reports, due to the efforts of the United 
States naval doctors and the Rockefel- 
ler Institution. 

An interesting phase of the Marine 
occupation, which is now so drastically 
reduced, is brought out by Mr. Lind- 
berg, in reporting that the withdrawal 
of so large a part of the force has 
measurably decreased the amount of 
money in circulation. During 1927 and 
1928, when the Marines in Nicaragua 
totaled 5,000 men, they spent about 
$250,000 a month. 


Despatch Orders Valid 


RDERS of transfer of station to 

Naval officers transmitted by des- 
patch have full effect for all purposes, 
the Bureau of Navigation announces. 
No confirmation by mail is necessary to 
enable an officer to proceed to a new 
station. 

Many officers have in the past, upon 
receiving orders by despatch, delayed 
making arrangements for moving until 
the confirmation was received, and have 
communicated with the Bureau re- 
questing the confirmation of their des- 
patch orders. This is not at all neces- 
sary, the Bureau states, and places a 
wholly unnecessary burden upon the 
communication system. 

Supply officers in charge of furnish- 
ing transportation for dependents and 
household effects are to regard the des- 
patcn orders as all that is necessary, 
and not require written confirmation. 

Despatch orders are not issued when 
assignments can be determined some- 
time previous to the date they become 
effective, but often this can not be done 
and a considerable number of orders 
must be sent by despatch. Written 
confirmations are issued by the Bureau 
as soon as possible, but during certain 
periods of the year, especialy in the 
months of June and July these must be 
delayed due to the pressure of work 
in the Bureau.

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To Test Planes On Subs 

TUDIES as to the feasibility of sub- 

marines and destroyers carrying 
airplanes have been resumed by the 
Navy, and one plane has been ordered 
constructed for trial purposes. 


Actual experimental work is to be 
begun with the problem of equipping 
the undersea craft with airplanes as 
soon as the plane, a small, folding, 
scouting plane is constructed 
and when the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair turns over 4 submarine to 
the Bureau of Aeronautics. Under the 
London treaty one submarine of those 
to be scrapped may be retained for ex- 
perimental purposes. 


Tests with destroyers will not be at- 
tempted at once, because. of lack of 
funds, but the matter will be given 
some consideration. Experiments with 
both destroyers and submarines have 
previously been held, but never have 
the tests disclosed any practical meth- 
od of using aeroplanes from these 
types of vessels. 

It is the desire of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics to equip every vessel of 
the fleet with at least one plane, and 
as they are already carried on battle- 
ships, cruisers, and carriers, the suc- 
cessful conclusion of these _ tests 
would allow this goal to be attained. 


One great difficulty found in previous 
experiments was in launching planes 
in open seas. As long as the subma- 
rines and destroyers were operated 
near sheltered waters, where planes 
could be launched and picked up in 
calm seas, they could be used to ad- 
vantage, but away from shore trouble 
is bound to arise whenever a heavy sea 
is rolling. 

Another problem which is attached 
to operating planes from destroyers is 
in installing catapults. Many difficul- 
ties are found in operating in this man- 
ner. A different method is used with 
submarines, however. A_ collapsible 
seaplane is ket inside the vessel, and 
brought on deck when ready for use. 
The wings and pontoons are attached, 
the deck of the submarine cleared, the 
hatch closed, and then the submarine 
submerged beneath the plane, leaving 
it upon the surface. 





Inspects Army Air Fields 


. TRUBEE DAVIDSON, Assistant 
Secretary of War for Aeronautics, 
began a 10,000 mile inspection tour 
July 30, of the largest and most im- 
portant Army Air Corps flying fields, 
training schools and experimental sta- 
tions contemplated or in operation by 
the Army Air Corps. The tour will ex- 
tend from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and from the Mexican to the Canadian 
borders. 


The tour wil be made in a “flett- 
ster,” newest and swiftest transport 
plane, which has a cruising speed of 
145 miles an hour. 

Maj. Delos C. Emmons of Kelly 
Field, and Mr. H. J. Adamson of 
Brooks Field, will accompany Mr. 
Davidson, as Executive and Assistant. 
The plane will be piloted by Capt. Ira 
C. Eaker. 

The Assistant Secretary took off on 
the first leg of his long journey 
at dawn, from Washington, flying to 
Maxwell Field, near Montgomery, Ala., 
stopping there to inspect a_ tactical 
school which is being constructed. 


Following inspection of construction 
programs on the new tactical Air 
Corps School at Maxwell Field, the As- 
sistant Secretary and his party will 
proceed to Shreveport, La., conferring 
with Chamber of Commerce and other 
officials on plans for the new home of 
the Third Attack Group.

Aeronautical Notes 

NGINEERING was the study which 

formerly claimed the attention in 
college of one-fourth the Flying Ca- 
dets recently appointed to take the 
course at the Air Corps Primary Fly- 
ing School at March Field, Calif., ac- 
cording to statistics compiled at that 
station. 

This last class of cadets now under- 
going flying training at Uncle Sam’s 
school on the West Coast numbers 123 
men, of whom 113 are from civil life, 
10 are former enlisted men of the Air 
Corps; one an Air Corps Staff Ser- 
geant who is taking the training in his 
non-commissioned grade. 

The cadets average 23.7 years of 
age, their ages being from 20 to 27 
years, inclusive, these being the limits 
of the age qualifications for Flying 
Cadets. The age of 22 claims the 
greatest number in this class, there 
being 25 in this group. The two 
youngest members of the class are 
20-year old Frank P. Hanafin of 414 
Montgomery Avenue, Litchfield, IIl., 
and Jack M. Malone of 119 North 14th 
Street, Durant, Okla. 


Safety devices which aided the Cur- 
tiss Tanager to win the Guggenheim 
prize in safe aircraft competition last 
year are to be incorporated in two Navy 
planes to be built., 

A contract was recentsy let by the 
Navy to equip two F 8C-4 two-seater 
carrier fighters with the new type 
floating ailerons of the Tanager and 
also the slots and flaps of the prize 
winning plane. 

Safety, however, is not the primary 
object sought by the Navy, it is ex- 
plained. It is believed these features 
of the Tanager will facilitate landings 
upon aircraft carriers and this led the 
Navy to adopt the idea. A considerable 
decrease in speed of the planes when 
landing and increased control at that 
time is expected. 

No alterations will be made in the 
installation of the devices, they being 
put in in the same manner that they 
were in the Tanager. The flaps will be 
mechanically operated by the pilot and 
the slots will be automatic, with means 
for locking them closed attached. The 
floating ailerons will be secured to the 
lower wings of the plane. 


Announcing a number of important 
changes in the curriculum for the 
school year, which took effect July 1, 
1930, Lt. William M. Lanagan, direc- 
tor of the Department of Mechanics, 
Air Corps Technical School, Chanute 
Field, Ill., stated recently that the in- 
terests of the service will be better 
served by the new program which in- 
cludes a consolidation of the present 
courses of engine mechanics, airplane 
mechanics and crew chiefs into one 
big course of nine months’ duration 
to be known as “Airplane Mechanics.” 

It was pointed out that this change 
alone will greatly increase the ef- 
ficiency of the students undergoing 
this training, since one man will then 
be conversant with the entire airplane 
and its engine, eliminating the neces- 
sity of having a specilist in each sub- 
ject. Present personnel conditions 
in tactical organizations are such that 
on an average of one man per plane 
is available to service the ship and 
keep it in the air. Under the old 
system an engine mechanic was un- 
able to make adjustments or repairs 
on the airplane itself, and the air- 
plane mechanic was at a loss to keep 
the engine properly tuned. The new 
plan does away with this condition, 
the new course completely covering 
the essentials of all three courses pre- 
viously given, 


Other changes in the Department 
include the separation of the Arma- 
ment Division from the Department 
of Mechanics. Lt. Arthur G. Hamilton 
has been placed in charge of the re- 
organized Armament Department, 
which new functions as a seperate 
unit of the school and is not in any 
way connected with the mechanical 
department. 


‘The course in General Mechanics- 
Aircraft Welders, Covering machine 
shop practice and welding, has been 
divided into two distinct courses, one 
going under the name of Aircraft 
Machinists and the other known as 
Aircraft Welders. 


As a result of the. various changes 
made in the School, the yearly stud- 
ent output will be raised from about 
440 to 550 in the Department of Me- 
chanics alone. Thirty students will 
compose each class of the new Air- 
plane Mechanics’ course, a new class

Naval Aviators Shortage 


XPECTATION that the _ shortage 
of naval aviators which now 
exists in the Navy will probably be 
met by June 30, 1931, to take care of 
minimum requirements under’ the 
1,000-plane building program, was ex- 
pressed in the Bureau of Aeronautics 
this week. 

The fisca) year beginnfng on June 
30, 1931, will see the culmination of 
the five year, 1,000-plane building 
program, and it is estimated that by 
that tifne, enough naval aviators will 
have been qualified at Pensacola to 
man the increased nuraber of planes 
to be maintained. 

Records of the Bureau show that 
at the end of the past fiscal year, 
there were 852 naval aviators and 
naval aviation pilots in service, as 
well as 9 aviation observers, 184 
student aviators, and 45 “flight 
orders,” which includes flight sur- 
geons. 

Although only about two-thirds of 
the 928 “useful planes” were being 
employed in regular service on July 1, 
the number of pilots actually available 
was less than the requirement, due, it 
is said, to the assignment of numer- 
ous qualified pilots to special duties 
afloat and ashore. 

When the full fleet of 1,000 air- 
planes becomes available—which is 
not expected to occur until near the 
end of the fiscal year 1932—the sit- 
uation will have improved, the Bureau 
of Aeronautics reported, although 
there probably will be a need for ad- 
ditional pilots in order to provide a 
sufficient personnel for the filling of 
executive vacancies. Some _ posts 
ashore and afloat are filled at 
present by observers where ordinary 
“naval aviators” would be on duty. 

The number of pilots required will 
be somewhat in excess of the actual 








suspended in August for summer va- 
cations and repairs and a student of- 
ficers’ class in Airplane Maintenance 
Engineering will be started in Octo- 
ber. This class will accommodate 
thirty officers and extend over a period 
of nine months. The course will cover 
the essentials of every mechanical 
course on the field. 





number of planes in service, the Bu- 
reau said, since some planes will be 
dual-controlled and will require two 
pilots. There will be a need in addi- 
tion for extra pilots with some of the 
fleet squadrons. 

Assignments of aviators and pilots 
may include, it was explained, posts 
at the Bureau of Aeronautics, at other 
Bureaus and offices of the Navy, ma- 
terial inspection details, details 
abroad involving flying, post grad- 
uate details for instruction in aero- 
nautical subjects; details to naval 
training stations, naval air stations, 
and units; and details to the Army air 
organization and Army air schools. 
Frequently commanders. of. naval re- 
serve air stations are naval aviators 
who are detached from active duty 
with squadrons afloat or ashore. 

The Navy Department still is 
faced with the necessity of training 
new pilots for the new aircraft, it was 
stated, although a “rough estimate” 
shows that at the end of the current 
fiscal year there should be a minimum 
number of aviators “to take care of 
the 1,000-plane program.” 

Some naval reserve pilots are em- 
ployed to supplement the number of 
available aviators at present, while 
during target practice training and 
other operations some temporary as- 
signments have been made to furnish 
the Fleet with gunnery observers. Af- 
ter next year, however, observers will 
all be qualified naval aviators.

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Adm. Moffett’s Speech 


SECOND five-year building pro- 
gram, to supply the Navy with an 
additional one thousand airplanes, will 
be needed to comply with the terms of 
the London Treaty, Rear Adm. William 
A. Moffett, USN, Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, stated July 29. : 
Adm. Moffett, speaking at the dedi- 
cation of an airport at Bay City, Mich., 
urged the building of the Treaty Navy. 
“The cost of building to the London 
Treaty has been estimated by the Gen- 
eral Board to be nine hundred and 
ninety millon dollars to be expended 
over a period of six years, while the 
expenditure by the Veterans Bureau 
for veterans of the last war 1s more 
than one-half a billion dollars an- 
nually,” the Aeronautics Chief point- 


ed out. 








Good Investment 

“I know of no better investment for 
the United States—the expenditure of 
nine hundred and ninety million dollars 
for building to the Treaty Navy,” he 
added. , 

Adm. Moffett declared that was his 
stand for the Treaty, provided that the 
United States built up to it, 

“Let us build a Navy to prevent war 
and insure peace, so that never again 
will Gold Star Mothers have to go to 
France or elsewhere.” He asked, “Had 
we a Navy commensurate with our 
population and resources as a nation in 
1914, there would have been no_ war. 
The United States would have been 
considered instead of being ignored— 
with an adequate Navy, the Navy we 
should have had, we could have de- 
manded peace.” 

During the course of his speech, 
which follows in part, Adm. Moffett 
discussed the value of the aircraft car- 
rier and the airship, in the organiza- 
tion of the fleet today, and what is to 
be done as to the former under the 
London Treaty. 

Coolidge Board 

“In 1925,” he said, “President Cool- 
idge appointed a Board to decide the 
best application of aircraft in naval 
defense. As a result the five-year 
building program was evolved, which 
required one thousand modern planes 
to be on hand at the end of that time, 
with sufficient personnel to operate 
them and authorized the construction 
of two large rigid airships, one of 
Akron, Ohio, and one small all-metal 
airship now in service, and immedi- 
ately created the new position of As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Aeronautics. This legislation was 
passed by Congress, due to men of 
vision like Congressman Woodruff, 
who withstood ridicule for their fore- 
sight and their realization of the fu- 
ture value of aviation and remained 
steadfast in their purpose. It was a 
great step forward in naval aviation, 
as it provided a definite plan along 
lines on which we were already work- 
ing. 

“We are now well along in this pro- 
gram; the Navy has three aircraft 
carriers in operation in the Fleet— 
the Langley, Lexington and Sara- 
toga. Aircraft are carried on 34 other 
combatant ships of the Navy. Over 
900 modern airplanes designed for 
every purpose, are in commission and 
lighter-than-air development is  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. Aviation has 
become a part of the Fleet. It has 
large flying boats for patrol and coast 
defense, bombing and torpedo planes 
with which to launch attacks. Scouts 
to aid in tactical maneuvers, observa- 
tion planes for controlling gun fire and 
fast fighting planes to protect the 
carriers and other aircraft. The per- 
fcrmance of these planes has been not 
only noteworthy but remarkable. Of 
the 69 recognized world’s records, 24 
were held by the United States, 11 of 
which were established by the Navy 
in service type planes, that is, by the

Largest Carriers 

“The Lexington and the Saratoga, 
the two new airplane carriers assigned 
to the Fleet, are the largest and fast- 
est carriers in the world today. They 
are self-contained, floating air  sta- 
tions, providing landing field at sea. 
During the recent maneuvers over 120 
planes operated from each of these 
ships—torpedo planes, bombers, scouts 
and fighters. It is readily seen what 
this mean; that at a moment’s notice 
a fleet of well over 200 planes of every 
description and for every purpose 
could be launched for defense or of- 
fense. 

“Not only is the number of planes 
an important factor, but the inherent 
reliability of carrier planes is equally 
as valuable. The surface craft are in 
4 position to choose their own weather, 
t eir own conditions; they are not re- 
quired to lie in port and wait for 
weather to clear, not only locally, but 
for hundreds of miles away. The

planes are carried near enough to 
their objective to make the attack re- 
liable and complete. Carriers have 
overcome the shortcomings of aviation 
as it exists today—its dependence on 
the variables of material and elements. 

“The potential power of the carrier 
is beyond estimation or comprehen- 
son. The gun has been the supreme 
and prmary weapon to iaunch a pro- 
jectile. Aviation is a weapon, a gun 
and a projectile combined. Not only 
this ,but the projectile is a human one, 
an intelligent weapon that can change 
its direction at will. Moreover, it is 
not only a projectile, but a torpedo, a 
mine, a bomb, a scout and a radio base. 
And it has a range roughly ten times 
that of a gun. It’s only limit is its 
range, but, as I have pointed out, by 
aircraft carriers, we overcome this 
limit. We have had the right to build 
69,000 tons of aircraft carriers since 
the signing of the Washington Treaty 
in 1922. But we have not used a ton 
of this amount. Only one 13,800 ton 
carrier has been authorized by Con- 
gress. 

Building Important 

There is nothing more important in 
national defense today than the build- 
ing up to,the limit of the aircraft car- 
rier tonnage allowed by the Treaty, 
namely, four more carriers of the same 
tonnage. The purpose of every com- 
batant surface vessel is to carry into 
action the maximum number of effec- 
tive weapons. A battleship carries 
from eight to 12 guns of major -cali- 
ber. The carriers limit is the number 
of airplanes it operates. 

“The Navy has been the only agency 
engaged in the United States in rigid 
airship construction and operation. It 
is peculiarly fitting that the Navy 
should have been assigned this work, 
for a close association exists between 
the large ships of the air and those 
of the sea. This association begins 
with the common use of the word ship. 
When it comes to long-distance airship 
navigation, the whole art of the sea- 
man, the use of the compass and sex- 
tant, the knowledge of winds and 
storms, of climate and seasons, of 
charts, coasts, and land-marks, and a 
thousand other things handed down 
through the centuries to those who go 
down to the sea in ships, will be need- 
ed by those who go up in ships of the 
air. 

“The question naturally arises— 
What part will airships play in the 
future strategy of the sea? The an- 
swer is, any type of aircraft that holds 
possibilities of usefulness in war, 
should be developed during peace. Air- 
ships will be used mainly for long-dis- 
tance scouting and reconnaisance and 
as little as possible for combat. 


Essentially a Scout 

“The airship is essentially. a scout. 
It is not designed as a combat craft, 
and its area of greatest usefulness is 
not 50 or 60 miles off the coast, but 
1,000 miles or more at sea. It can 
travel at a speed of more than double 
the fastest surface ship; it can sus- 
tain itself in the air for several days 
or more if the necessity arises and it 
can carry moderate quantities of sup- 
plies, stores and ammunition, and, 
most important, a reliable radio out- 
fit for communication. 

“America has a monopoly of the 
valuable, non-inflammable gas—he- 
lium. Abundant quantities exist in 
certain localities in the United States, 
and costs of producing it are gradually 
becoming less. This monopoly of he- 
lium gives us an immense advantage 
in the Naval and commercial use of 
airships. Helium greatly reduces the 
fire hazard, and the perfection of the 
heavy oil airship engine will reduce it 
still more. 

“During the early years of aviation, 
training was a gruesome business. 
There seemed no way to prevent the 
ever increasing number of fatalities 
among the students. But how differ- 
ent is the situation today. Training 
has been thoroughly systematized; stu- 
dents are given a complete indoctrina- 
tion in ground work as well as in the 
various flight tactics. Almost unbe- 
lievable improvement in safety has re- 
sulted from this. In 1921 the Navy 
flew about 2,200 hours for every fa- 











Navy Construction To Start 


ORK will be started in the near 
future, upon practically all of 

the construction projects which have 
to do with housing or training of per- 
sonnel, which were authorized in the 
Navy Public Works Act, passed last 
session of Congress, it is announced. 

The Naval Appropriation Act car- 
ried a special fund of about $3,000,000, 
to be spent on the items authorized in 
the Public Works Act, and it was pro- 
vided that contracts could be entered 
into up to a like amount. 

With this money, construction will 
be started at the following naval sta- 
tions very shortly: 

Barracks and mess hall, Submarine 
crews at Navy Yard, Mare Island; 
physical instruction, gymnasium and 
welfare building, Naval Air Station, 
San Diego; barracks, mess hall, and 
galley for enlisted men, Naval Train- 
ing Station, San Diego; barracks and 
mess hall, Naval Training Station, 
Hampton Roads; bachelor officers’ 
quarters at the Naval Air Station, 
Coeo Solo; office, mess hall, Naval 
Air Station, Anacostia; quarters for 
Commandant. Canal ZoZne; officers’ 
quarters, Submarine Base, Coco Solo; 
officers’ quarters, Naval Base, Canal 
Zone. 

Construction of barracks at the 
Anacostia Naval Air Station and of 
the ofifcers’ quarters at the Pearl 
Harbor Submarine Base, will be held 
up temporarily.- 

In addition to the above, the Naval 
Appropriation Bill for 1931, provides 
funds for improvement to the water 
front and the railway system, Naval 
Academy; improvements in old build- 
ings and the water front, Navy Yard, 
Mare Island; improvement to the 
power plant and heating systems, 
Training Station, Great Lakes; im- 
provement of the water front, Receiv- 
ing Station, San Francisco; and. quite

tal crash. In the year just ended we 
flew over 18,000 hours for every ac- 
cident resulting in a fatality.

1,000 Needed 


“The Bureau of Aeronautics esti- 
mates that an additional thousand air- 
planes will be needed to comply with 
the terms of the London Treaty. This 
will mean that an additional five-year 
building program must be authorized 
by Congress. 

“I was for the ratification of the 
London Treaty, provided we build up 
to it. There were so many reasons for 
its ratification that I was at a loss to 
understand the opposition. Aside from 
its benefits to peace, international 
good-will, saving of money, it repairs 
the most serious defect of the Wash- 
ington Treaty. We scrapped our bat- 
tleships, the only Naval power we had, 
and left the door wide open in all 
other categories. This blunder has 
now been retrieved in the London 
Treaty, by limiting all categories. 
And for our national pride and self 
respect we must build to the Treaty 
limits. 

“The London Treaty contains the same 
provisions in regard to aircraft car- 
riers as the Washington Treaty, allow- 
ing 135,000 tons for Great Britain and 
the United States and 81,000 tons for 
Japan, a ratio of 5 to 3, but prohibits 
the building of aircraft carriers of 
10,000 tons or less, unless they are 
charged to the aircraft carrier ton- 
nage. There is a new provision, how- 
ever, to the London Treaty, permit- 
ting the placing of landing decks on 
25 per cent of the total cruiser ton- 
nage. This means that landing decks 
for aircraft can be placed on about 
80,000 tons of cruiser tonnage for the 
United States and Great Britain and 
48,000 for Japan. We now have cata- 
pults for launching airplanes on our 
present cruisers carrying from two to 
four airplanes. But the use of cata- 
pults has one great disadvantage, the 
planes cannot be recovered by the 
cruiser without stopping and unless 
the weather is fairly smooth. 

Permits Recaovery 

The placing of a landing deck on a 
cruiser will permit the recovery of 
planes, because they can take off from 
the landing deck and return to it re- 
gardless of the condition of the sea and 
without the cruiser having to stop. 
The number of planes carried by each 
cruiser can also be increased. How- 
ever, the treaty defines an aircraft 
carrier as a vessel of war designed for 
the specific and exclusive purpose of 
carrying aircraft and so constructed 
that aircraft can be launched there- 
from and landed thereon. The fitting

or deck on a capital ship, cruiser or 
destroyer, provided such vessel was 
not designed or adapted exclusively as 
an aircraft carrier, shall not cause 
any vessel so fitted to be charged 
against or classified in the category of 
aircraft carriers. 

“It is most important that no na- 
tion violate the spirit of the treaty by 
turning a cruiser into an aircraft car- 
rier, so that cruisers must be essen- 
tially and primarily cruisers and not 
aircraft carriers. I believe that the 
fitting of landing decks greatly in- 
creases the value of the 6-inch guu 
cruisers, especially for commerce pro- 
tection. It can readily be seen that a 
6-inch gun cruiser with aircraft havy- 
ing a range of 200 miles, would make 
an ideal vessel for the protection of 
commerce, certainly it is at least equal 
to the 8-inch gun cruiser without land- 
ing decks and aircraft. We have 72, 
000 tons of cruiser tonnage available 
under the London Treaty, besides our 
present 6-inch gun cruisers and the 
18 8-inch gun cruisers provided for in 
the London Treaty. This can be most 
efficiently used by building 10,000 ton 
§-inch cruisers and by placing land- 
ing decks and aircraft aboard them. 


Cost of Building 


“The cost of building to the London 
Treaty Navy has been estimated by the 
General Board to be nine hundred and 
ninety million dollars, to be expended 
over a period of six years, while the 
expenditure by the Veterans’ Bureau 
for veterans of the last war is more 
than one-half a billion dollars an- 
nually. I know of no better invest- 
ment for the United States—the ex- 
penditure of nine hundred and ninety 
million dollars for building to the 
Treaty Navy. By doing so we will 
maintain our self respect and prestige 
as a nation, our force for peace, be 
able to prevent another war, the cost of 
which will be billions instead of mil- 
lions. Let us build a Navy to prevent 
war and insure peace, so that never 
again will Gold Star Mothers have to 
go to France or elsewhere. Had we 
had a Navy commensurate with our 
population and resources as a nation 
in 1914, there would have been on war. 
The United States would have been 
considered instead of being ignored— 
With an adequate Navy, the Navy we 
should have had, we could have de- 
manded peace. We have the popula- 
tion and resources to build the Treaty 
Navy and it is unthinkable that 
America will be content to remain in a 
position of inferiority.”

Sea Girt, N. J—That a German plot 
to rebuild a large and powerful Army 
after the Armistice, was discovered 
through the under-cover work of an 
American spy in Berlin, and reported 
just in time to Marshal Foch and the 
Peace Conference, was revealed by a 
speaker introduced only as “former 
American Agent A-1” to Reserve of- 
ficers of the 78th Division at their 
Contact Camp, July 27. A-1, who is 
now in New York, is dark and speaks 
many languages, had proofs of au- 
thenticity. 

Besides revealing hidden German 
intentions to the Allies, the virtually 
unheard-of American secret service in 
Europe prevented at least one atempt- 
ed Red revolution in Germany, he 
said, and disclosed some of the lead- 
ers. He told of an American agent 
who was chauffeur for German Minis- 
ter of War Nosko and other thrilling 
tales of American spies hitherto un- 
told.

Financial Digest 
6¢ENDUSTRIAL production decreased 
in June by more than the usual 
seasonal amount and factory employ- 
ment and payrolls declined to new low 
levels,’ the Federal Reserve Board 
states in an announcement made this 
week. “The volume of building con- 
tracts awarded was large. Prices de- 
clined sharply and money rates con- 
tinued downward. 
“In June industrial production showed 
a further substantial decrease and the 
Board’s index, which is adjusted for 
ordinary seasonal variations, declined 
to the lowest level since last December. 
Output of steel ingots declined in June 
and early July more than is usual at 
this season, while automobile produc- 
tion was sharply curtailed to a level 
considerably below that of the same 
period of the past two years. Cotton 
consumption, already at a low level, 
declined further in June. Output of 
bituminous coal and copper continued 
in small volume. Wool consumption 
and shoe production increased slightly 
and cement output, as in the preceding 
month, was at a high level. 


“Factory employment and payrolls 
decreased further in June. The num- 
ber employed at steel plants and in 
the automobile, agricultural implement, 
and cotton goods industries declined 
more than is usual at this season, and 
employment in the woolen goods and 
lumber industries continued at unusu- 
ally low levels. 

“The value of building contracts 
awarded in June, $600,000,000, accord- 
ing to the F. W. Dodge Corporation, 
was about 30 per cent more than in 
May and the largest since last July. 
The increase reflected chiefly unusually 
large awards for natural gas pipe lines 
and power plants; the volume of con- 
tracts for residential building was 
somewhat smaller than in May. In 
early July the total volume of contracts 
was small. 


“Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates, based on July 1 conditions, indi- 
cate a decrease from last year of about 
20,000,000 bushels in the winter wheat 
crop and a corresponding increase in 
spring wheat. The corn crop is ex- 
pected to be about 2,800,000,000 bush- 
els, 7 per cent larger than last year 
and 4 per cent above the five-year av- 
erage. Area planted to cotton is esti- 
mated at 45,815,000 acres, 2.7 per cent 
less than last year. 

“The volume of freight car loadings 
in June and early July continued to be 
substantially below the corresponding 
periods of 1928 and 1929. Preliminary 
reports indicate that the decline in de- 
partment store sales from a year ago 
was of larger proportions in June than 
in any previous month this year. 

“Commodity prices declined more 
rapidly in June than in any other re- 
cent month, and the index of the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics at 86.8 per 
cent of the 1926 average, was about 10 
per cent below the level of a year ago.”

The con- 
struction of the new 2,000,000 gallon 
concrete tank is now under way, and 
when this is completed, three months 
from now, engineers report there will 
be no further danger of a water short-

USNR Inspection Change

serve units is announced by the Bu- 

reau of Navigation. “ts 

During the coming year, it is in- 

tended that the Naval Reserve Inspec- 
tion Board will, in reviewing Reserve 
divisions, reduce somewhat the drills 
conducted, and spend more time in in- 
terrogating the various groups of 
etty officers. 
Physical drills will probably _ be 
eliminated from the series of exercises 
which the units are put through in an 
inspection. The questioning of petty 
officers as to their duties, it is 
thought, will aid considerably in as- 
signing mobilization efficiency marks, 
as these marks are based, in part, not 
only on the balance of ratings in the 
division, but also the knowledge by 
men in the various ratings. : 

Inspection of the 177 Reserve Units, 
including 29 Reserve aviation divi- 
sions, are made at least once a year, 
as required by law. A unit is a divi- 
sion of 55 fleet reservists with their 
assigned complement of officers. The 
fleet divisions are, in many cases, or- 
ganized into battalions, particularly 
where there is more than one division 
in the same city. The aviation divi- 
sions are usually organized into 
squadrons. 

The Board, composed of Capt. C. A. 
Blakely, USN, president; Comdr. R. A. 
White, USN, and Comdr. C. C. Slay- 
ton, USN, reviews the units each year 
and the result of this inspection, to- 
gether with marks for yearly drill at- 
tendance, turnover, inspection at- 
tendance, cruise attendance and mo- 
bilization efficiency, determines the 
yearly standing of each division. 

A description of a typical annual 
inspection of a fleet division is con- 
tained in the latest Navigation Bulle- 
tin, as follows: 

At the time set for the inspection, 
usually 8:00 p. m., the Board is re- 
ceived on the drill floor with the divi- 
sion drawn up ready for military in- 
spection. The division is presented 
as ready for inspection and the Board 
proceeds in much the same manner 
as for Captain’s inspection aboard 
ship. The following points are care- 
fully noted: Manner in which officers 
give commands, general cleanliness, 
appearance and method of wearing 
white hats, leggings, trousers, belts, 
campaign ribbons, watch marks, tape 
on cuffs, guns, gun slings, etc. 

Following this military drill, emer- 
gency drills—consisting of fire, colli- 
sion and abandon ship—are held. Con- 
ditions aboard ship are simulated as 
much as possible and it would surprise 
many officers to see how valuable, for 
instructional purposes, a well-simu- 
lated drill in an armory can be made. 

Following emergency drills, vari- 
ous men are picked at random from 
the division and are examined in their 
knowledge of first aid. 

Following this, the engineers are 
sent to classroom instruction. The 
deck force are drilled at knotting and 
splicing, gun drill, loading, radio drill, 
and signal drill, and are then sent to 
classroom instruction. 

Sometimes a special drill is staged, 
such as “man overboard,” “getting 
under way,” etc.

U. S. Shipbuilding Grows 


TY"HE second quarter of the year 

1930 saw the United States creep 
from third to second place among the 
nations of the world in the amount of 
merchant ships under construction. 
Germany, which formerly held second 
place, dropped to third place. Great 
Britain and Ireland maintained the 
lead. The Netherlands, which stood 
fifth in the first quarter, now is 
fourth, having exchanged places with 
France. Russia, which was eighth in 
the first quarter of the year, advanced 
to sixth place. Japan’s total building 
figure fell off 45,000 tons during the 
quarter, dropping that nation from 
the sixth position to the ninth. 

Figures compiled from Lloyd’s Reg- 
ister by the transportation division, 
Department of Commerce, for’ the 
quarter ended June 30, 1930, show 
that in the United States there were 
238,163 tons of merchant ships under 
construction as compared with 119,000 
for the same quarter last year. The 
United States’ gain over the first 
quarter this year was approximately 
15,000 tons. 

“While the present production of 
the United States,” the Commerce De- 
partment announced, “still is far be- 
low that of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, the gap is almost 200,000 gross 
tons less than it was a year ago. At 
this time last year, Great Britain and 
Ireland were building more than the 
United States and all other countries 
combined, the proportion being 51.2 
per cent; but their share of the world 
production at present is only 45.5 per 
cent. In the same period the share 
of the United States in the total out- 
put has grown from 4.2 per cent to 
7.8 per cent, and that of the other 
countries combined from 44.6 per cent 
to 46.7 per cent. 

“That new work is not keeping up 
with the volume of world tonnage be- 
ing sent toward completion is shown 
by the excess of more than 300,000 
tons of shipping launched over the 
volume of new work begun during the 
quarter ended June 30. This is in 
sharp contrast to’ the previous quar- 
ter, when new work was nearly, 200,- 
000 tons more than the tonnage repre- 
sented by launchings. During the 
quarter ended June 30, 1930, the yards 
of Great Britain and Ireland had 
launchings totaling 239,000 gross tons 
more than the aggregate of new work 
begun; for the other countries com- 
bined the excess of launchings aggre- 
gated only 62,000 tons. 








struction are attended by the Board, 
and useful suggestions are given to in- 
crease the efficiency of methods em- 
ployed. This is one of the most valu- 
able phases of the inspection. 

If time permits, the Board holds an 
informal conference with the Division 
Commander and officers to point out 
the most glaring faults and suggest 
remedies. Praise is also given when 
due. At these informal talks, the 
Board is able to acquire much special 
information pertaining to the division. 

In the cases of battalion inspections, 
the same procedure is gone through 
with as for a single unit, except that 
usually the emergency drills are per- 
formed one by each division, all divi- 
sions receiving the mark of the divi- 
sion performing the drill. Lots are 
drawn to determine the drill each divi- 
sion shall hold. 

_The inspection at a Reserve aviation 
division is somewhat different. These 
divisions are given two distinct inspec- 
tions: one—the personnel inspection— 
in the evening; and another—the op- 
erating inspection—during an after- 
noon. At the personnel inspection, 
much the same procedure is gone 
through as described for a fleet divi- 
sion. At the operating - inspection, 
planes are _Serviced and flown both 
singly and in formation. Where pos- 
sible, the two inspections are to be 
combined in one afternoon session. 

At the inspections of aviation units, 
the regular board is augmented by an 
officer qualified in aviation. 

As an adjunct of the inspection, the 
Reserve officers usually try to make 
the visit of the Inspection Board to 
the community of as much value to 
the Navy and the local Reserve divi- 
sion as possible. The Board’s enter- 
tainment sometimes begins at break- 
fast and continues throughout the day 
with visits to prominent officials, 
luncheon clubs where speeches by the 
Board members are usually required, 
and winds up with dinner before the 
inspection. This is generally true 
throughout the Middle West. While 
the experience is very tiresome when 
repeated every day for a week, it is 
felt that it is very valuable in creat- 
ing a kindly feeling and sentiment to- 
ward the Navy, and is a necessary 
function of the Board,

progress of our radio industry, can 
doubt that these far-seeing ideals have 
been fully and completely realized! 

One has only to witness and study the 
operation of one station of the world- 
wide chain maintained by Naval Radio 
for the use of all activities of the 
Federal Government, or a station main- 
tained by one of the American trans- 
oceanic commercial radio _ services, 
which extend and amplify the Naval 
chain, to understand how completely 
the first two motives have been car- 
ried through, and a trip through any 
big American factory will make one 
aware of the unity and world-domi- 
nance of the American radio industry 
today. 

The Navy, by an intensive develop- 
ment and expansion of its radio sys- 
tem ashore and afloat, by elaborate in- 
vestigation and research, dictated by 
the desperate necessity for having its 
own communication system the best in 
the world, has profoundly influenced 
the radio industry of this country, and 
the development of its radio art. 


There is no branch of the country’s 
industry that the Navy does not aid 
by its orders, its research facilities, and 
its high specifications for material. It 
purchases most of its needs with merit 
the primary consideration, and with 
cost secondary, @ purchase condition 
seldom if ever found in private indus- 
try, but one which in the hands of the 
Government has had an influence on 
the development of private enterprise 
which cannot be overestimated. 

Thus far, I have dealt only with the 
material’ aspects of the Navy’s rela- 
tion to industry. 

But, valuable as this can be shown 
to be, it is quite secondary, in my opin- 
ion, to the Navy’s value as a training 
school for industrial recruits. 

Yesterday, we had “wooden ships 
and iron men,” while today we have 
“iron ships” and still must have “iron 
men.” 

The Navy maintains great training 
stations ashore, where the green and 
untrained youth of the country are 
assembled to learn their knots and 
splices, how to keep themselves clean, 
and how to obey—the fundamentals of 
the age-old profession of seamanship. 
At these stations, too, are maintained 
the schools, in which, after the young 
men have found themselves, they are 
taught trades, and turned into electri- 
cians, machinists, enginemen, naviga- 
tors, cobblers, and cooks. 

Every trade and profession is rep- 
resented on that floating city, which 
is a man-of-war, and this is so because 
the need for making the ship self- 
sustaining and independent, far trans- 
cends the need of the normal commun- 
ity on shore. * * * 

It is a young man’s Navy these days, 
and yearly the Navy throws thousands 
of these young men back into the 
country’s industrial processes, young 
men who have been received in a form- 
ative stage, and then trained in a trade 
or profession to a point where they 
are sent into industry more valuable 
to the country and to themselves. Best 
of all, their military training has taught 
them the value of respect, obedience, 
and personal integrity—qualities as de- 
sirable and as much sought after in 
the business world as in the military 
establishment. 

I could talk to you far beyond my 
allotted time on the training of our 
young men at the Naval Academy, 
where the Navy’s officers are made. 
It is a subject very close to my heart, 
and the training of these men and their 
subsequent official and civil contacts 
profoundly affect the trend of indus- 
trial development. But that must be 
put off until another time. 

Nor can I do more than mention the 
normal and conspicuously valuable 
commercial services which the Navy 
renders industry year in and year out. 
Lighter -than-air craft development 
with the largest airship in the world 
under construction in Akron. What a 
spur to the development of our com- 
mercial airways of the future! Radio 
stations, radio beacons, meterological 
and hydrographic service free to every 
ship which flies the American flag, and 
indispensable in the preservation of 
life and property at sea. We dismiss 
these with a word in this brief sum- 
mary, but what a sound return each 
dollar of the National budget assigned 
to these purposes must render to all 
of us. 

In closing, I cannot forbear pressing 
home a thought which each of you 
should carry away. The Navy is be- 
hind the President and the administra- 
tion to its last officer and its last man. 
It appreciates to the full his sound 
leadership, the depth of vision which is 
earrying the country safely through a

Staff, and Aug. 5, the same year, was 
promoted to lieutenant colonel, 
temporary, CAC, and on the same day 
was commissioned colonel, temporary, 
SC. On September 16, he was made 
Assistant to Chief Signal Officer, with 
headquarters in Washington, D. C., and 
on anuary 24, 1918, sailed for 
France, where he became a member of 
the Supreme War Council. 

Following his duty as American 
Secretary, Supreme War Council, Gen. 
Embick was attached to the Peace

(Continued from First Page) 
casion on record where the “meat ball” 
was shared. 

This past year, in winning the battle 
efficiency pennant, the New Mexico 
captured first place in gunnery, for 
which she will be awarded the Depart- 
ment’s bronze plaque trophy for ex- 
cellence in shooting. This trophy car- 
ries the names of ships which have won 
the gunnery trophy since 1903, the 
year gunnery competition was inaugu- 
rated into the Navy on a competitive 
scoring basis. In addition, the New 
Mexico will wear on her fire control 
tower, from which her twelve 14-inch 
guns are controlled, a painted white 
“E,” the “E” standing for “excellence” 
in gunnery. 

For the past three years, the New 
Mexico has been a topnotcher in fleet 
gunnery. In 1928, she stood first; in 
1929, second by a narrow margin, and 
in 1930, first again. Once before, in 
1921, the New Mexico led the Fleet in 
gunnery and likewise in that year won 
the battle efficiency pennant. Her name 
shows twice as often on the original 
pennant as any other ship in the Navy. 

The standings of other battleships in 
gunnery competition were as follows: 

Colorado, second; Mississippi, third; 
California, fourth; New York, fifth; 
Arkansas, sixth; Wyoming, seventh; 
Tennessee, eighth; Maryland, ninth; 
West Virginia, tenth; Utah, eleventh; 
Idaho, twelfth, and the Florida, thirt- 
eenth. 

In 1928, the New Mexico won the 
engineering trophy and wore’a white 
“E” on her boiler smoke stack, as well 
as being awarded the bronze plaque 
known as the Navy’s engineering tro- 
phy for battleships. In 1929, she stood 
well up in the list. In 1930, though 
steaming more economically than here- 
tofore, her allowances were cut, so that 
she dropped in competitive scoring to 
the middle of the battleship class. 

In 1928, the New Mexico stood one in 
communications, and she has repeated 
the victory in this radio and signal 
competition in 1929 and 1930.
